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1957 Inis Introductions 


After twenty-five years of growing irises I am offering my first introductions. 
Dean of the iris growers in this area — as stated in Bulletin No.108, page 117, of 
the American Iris Society — “Pioneer iris grower Mrs. Walter Schmelzer started 
the vogue for better irises in the Walla Walla area more than fifteen years ago, 
and her enthusiasm rapidly spread to others.” Also, for many years I have been 
known as the most severe critic of all with the new iris introductions. It is with 
all of my former love for true beauty and with much thought about unnecessary 
duplications in the iris kingdom that I offer the following irises, MY FIRST 
INTRODUCTIONS. These are not only distinctive but are very beautiful, desir- 
able varieties that you will be proud to show your friends. 


DREAM MAGIC — Bright rose-pink self with extra wide segments in a 644 X 
6 in. flower. The standards are frilled and have one-half inch of lace and are per- 
fectly held. The falls flare widely and are so very ruffled and frilled that they 
swirl showing the under side of the wide, lacy edged flounce which is a light 
cocoa shade, adding a distinctive touch that is most appealing. There is no other 
iris on the market in this clear, bright rose-pink shade. Fragrant, 42 in. tall and 
very. well: branched. (ae ae ae ee ee. ee 95D

PARTY TIME — The very wide, frilled standards of glistening pale amber have 
an inch of lace that does not pinch but opens perfectly, the huge style arms are 
very frilly. An elusive touch of "Mary Randall’ pink gives an effect of art shadings 
over the entire standards. The extra wide falls resemble a little white apron with 
a wide ruffle of bright yellow entirely around it, deepening at the haft to brown 
about an inch wide. The lacy lower portion of the falls lay in rhythmical fluting.

PRECIOUS CARGO — An absolutely huge pastel in a gleaming, pearly pink 
self. As this is a Mary Randall seedling, as is Party Time, it is in that shade of 
pink, though in pastel. Its huge standards are closely held and the falls flare well 
out to show the light ruffling to perfection. In spite of its huge size and leather- 
like substance this gives the daintiest effect imaginable. Rather late in its bloom-
